This 
walking exeroiae <vas lo take place at re- 
cess, when th* remainder of the chil- 
dren were at play. This added a mental 
to the physical torture. Mr. Brodt a»y« 
that while undergoing this punishment

!" "Thin punishment," lays Mr. 


Brodt, "was not one thai could in any 
way inflict pain on the offender, but 
consisted 
chiefly in 
the inconven- 


ience of being kept in daring a 
part of the recess." Perhaps Mr. 
Brodt 
had belter test upon him- 


self 
the severity of 
his 
punish- 


ment. He will find after making fifteen 
or twenty consecutive taps op and down 
a long flight of stairs thai it amounts to 
something more than an inconvenience, 
and if it does not require the tutor* use 
of n trass he will bo fortunate. Whether 
Mr. Stone'a boy was sentenced to walk 
one hundred times or one thousand 
times ia a matter of little consequence. 
The admitted fact that children were 
compelled lo make thirty and forty trips 
consecutively, stamps Mr. Brodt as n 
man of little feeling and less sense, and 
clearly demonstrates that his place is 
not in the school room. 
This model 


teacher says that during au experience of 
twelve yean he has never had any diffi- 
culty in <>nf orcing diseipline.exoept where 
parents interfered with the regulation* 
of his school. Possibly not, but if his 
"regulations' have always been like those 
enforced at San Leandro, the wonder is 
that Mr. Brodt survives to boast of his 
inhumanity. The decision in the case 
of Stone vs. Brodt was published m the 
TMBTXK, Mr. B. to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 
The caw wag not de- 


cided upon its merits, Judge McKee 
holding that it was a matter of school 
discipline, which the law vested in the 
trustees and teachers. In future, when 
children are forced lo endure the refined 
cruelty o' such teachers as Brodt, parents 
will bo forced to appeal for redress to a 
flogs boot or a horsewhip, instead of 
the Courts.

On the 12th day of June 1863, I uit- 


neBBed a duel between n Captain Jones, 
commanding n Federal scout, and Cap- 
tain Fry, lOmmandiDg a rebel Hcoat 
in Grrene count", East Tennessee 
These two men had been fighting each 
other for six months, with the fortunes 
of battle m the faior of one then the 
other 
Their commands were cumpcd 


on either Bide of Lick cieek, a large and 
sluggish stream, too deep to ford and too 
shallow for a ferry boat, but there r 
bridge spanned the stream for th« con 
vemence of the traveling public 
Each 


of them guarded this bridge that com 
munication should go neither uor*h or 
south, OB the railroad tiack had been 
broken up mouths before 
Alter fight 


| ing each other for several months, and 
contesting the pomt (is to which ehonkl 
hold the bridge, they agreed to fight a 
duel the conqueror to hold the bridge 
undisputed for the time being

gave the challenge, and Fry accepted
